Died in Bethel, November 22, Dr. 
Robert G. Wiley, aged 97 years and 15 
days. 

It might naturally be supposed 
that he would havo died of old age 
had he not been injured by a fall 
some seven'months ago, fracturing 
his hip, since which time, lie has 
been obliged to lie in bed, until 
the tired spirit winged- its way to 
the larger home above. 

He was a relic of the old school 
both as a gentleman and as a 
scholar. Born in Fryeburg, Nov. 
11, 1807, he commenced the study 
of medicine under Dr. Ira Towle of 
Fryeburg, and subsequently under 
Dr. John Grover of Bethei. ,In 
consequence of the election of Dr. 
Moses Mason to Congress, Dr. 
Wiley settled in Bethel to fill the 
vacancy in 1835. The same year, 
he married Mils Abigail B.Twitch 
ell, ^daughter of Col. Thaddeus 
Twitcheif of Bethei. 

Dr. Wiley has been more exclu¬ 
sively devoted to his profession 
than is the lot, of m&st men. He 
engaged in no publicN^natters, but 
can be remembered by the older 
inhabitants earnestly engaged in 
his profession, on horseback with 
his saddle-bags behind him, over 
the hills and through the valleys 
on his mission of healing and 
mercy, ever kind and obliging to 
all no matter what their station in 
life might bej when not on duty he 
was always at home in the enjoy¬ 
ment of his family. A book of his 
life would make most interesting 
reading. 

The writer has spent many an 
hour in the old home listening to 
evonts in the life of this dear old 
friend. Sturdiness of character 
was written or suggested, in every 
line and feature of his face, as well 
as every word he uttered, full up 
to the dignity of his advanced age. 

There was a certain pathos con¬ 
nected with the fact that I was sit¬ 
ting in the presence and convers¬ 
ing with the oldest physician in 
the State,as well as the oldest resi¬ 
dent 'of the; town, ninety-seven 
years. How near to the century 
mark!, Had-he not.met with-au 
accident, it seems as if he must 
have rounded out a century of 
earthly'' experiences, for the was 
cared for as a child would have 
been; with a loving interest that 
was touching to witness. But be¬ 
ing at last bedridden, he was pre¬ 
vented from taking his usual daily 
exercise of cutting wood, so he 
grew weaker day by day until 
death came to his relief. With 
his faculties of speech, hearing and 
seeing so wonderfully well pre¬ 
served, he would live over his 
earlier life of useful activity. He 
would speak of his long rides, bat¬ 
tling with the elements through 
storm and flood, through cold aud 
drift, to relieve suffering, or save a 
life, until 1 thought to myseif sure¬ 
ly, the experience of the physiciali 
is never fully written out. While 
he clung to many of the notions 
connected with the older schools of 
mediciue—which is quite natural 
—yet he was no.t bigoted in his 
views, and- to the day of his death, 
w.as a subscriber to the three or 
four up-to-date Medical Journals 
which constituted a large part of 
his daily reading, together with 
his daily newspaper, all of which 
he could road without glasses. 
His pqiitcical preferences were also 
of.the old school order. They wore 
laid far back among the deep 
things of national interest and con¬ 
cern." Regarding his .conviciious, 
it may be said thut lie was sot id as 
a rock. The writer was interested 
also, to notice how his older pa¬ 
tients clung lo him. Up toaie^ 
days before hei breathed his last, 
we would dictate pi ascriptions tor 
ordinary complaints wi h a initio 
that seemed wonderfully clear and. 
unbroken.

Milk Cows by Electricity. 

Farmers and dairymen will be inter¬ 
ested in a novel method of milking 
cows which has been recently ended 
In Germany. It is nothing short of 
an electrical apparatus. 

Rubber hoods are -attached to the 
udder of the cow. These hoods are 
connected with a vessel for receiving' 
the milk by means of a rubber tube, 
from which the air is exhausted by 
means of the electrical device. It is 
claimed that the suction thus secured 
resembles very closely the sucking of 
a calf, and that for this reason the 
cow “lets down” her milk more freely 
than when milked by hand.

Railways Absorb $£0,000,000 
of American Capitol. 

INDUSTRIAL_STIMULANT 

Despite a Pronouncwl Decrease in 
Railway Construction in This 
Country Our Sister Republic Has 
Attracted Capital to Construct 
New Roads. 

More than. $50,000,0000 of American 
capital has gone into Mexico for rail- 
rords and attendant industries during 
the past year. This is a striking fact 
because of the pronounced decrease 
in new railway construction in the 
United States within the same per'od. 

Traffic managers of United States 
railway systems say that the Mexi¬ 
can lines, as a rule, get a larger pro¬ 
portionate profit for their freight and 
passenger 'business than do -the Amer¬ 
ican lines. Much of the railroad traf¬ 
fic in Mexico is local in character, 
and the short hauls afford a larger 
percentage of profit than the frequent 
very long hauls on the American 
roads. 


Huge Coal Storage Plant. 

President Baer of the Philadelphia 
and Reading Coal and Iron Company 
(has awarded to the Link Belt Engi- 
neeWng Company, of this city, the con¬ 
tract for the construction of the largest 
coal storage plant in the world. The 
•plant, which will have a capacity of 
more than half a million tons of coal, 
will be located at Abrams, on the 
main line of the Reading Railway, 
near Bridgeport, Penn., and will have 
railroad frontage of fully a mile. The 
plant will consist of eight'"piles, with 
a rapacity of 60,000 tons each. It will 
have a guaranteed receiving capa¬ 
city of 14,000 tons in ten hours, ^nd a 
discharging capacity of 10,000 tons in 
the same time.

FACTS ABOUT PORT ARTHUR. 


Japan Captured It in 1894, but Was 
Forced to Return it to China. 

Several letters asking for informa¬ 
tion in regard to Port Arthur have 
been received by The New York 
Times. 

Correspondents inquire if the place 
does not still belong to China, if, 
should Japan capture it, she would be 
allowed to keep it, why it is called 
Port Arthur, etc. 

Port Arthur, the ancient seaport of 
Lu-Chung-Cheng, was until the war 
between China and Japan in 1894 in 
the undisputed possession of the 
Chinese. On Nov. 21, 1894, it was cap¬ 
tured by Japanese troops. By the 
treaty of peace between China and 
Japan, signed at Shimonoseki on April 
17, 1895, it was ceded to Japan with 
practically the whole of the Liao- 
Tung Peninsula, including all islands 
appertaining or belonging thereto. 

Owing to the action of Russia, sup¬ 
ported by France and Germany, Japan 
was compelled to retrocede, under 
Article I. of a convention signed at 
Peking on Nov. 8, 1895, all the terri¬ 
tory occupied by her in Manchuria, 
and by Dec. 31 of that year the last 
Japanese soldier had been withdrawn. 

On March 29, 1898, China and Rus¬ 
sia signed an agreement at Peking by 
which Port Arthur and Talien-Wan 
were leased to Russia for a term of 
twenty-five years, whiefi period, by 
mutual agreement, might be further 
prolonged, and by which China allow¬ 
ed Russia to build branch railways 
through Manchuria connecting these 
ports withi the main Siberian line. 
The Manchurian trouble, with the re¬ 
sulting war between Japan and Rus¬ 
sia, has grown out of the Chinese- 
Russian railway agreements. No 
sooner was Russia in possession of 
Port Arthur than she proceeded to 
make it what would, it was expected, 
be an impregnable fortress. 

Port Arthur owes - the name by 
which it is known in Europe and 
America to the fact that the first 
white man to visit it was an English ! 
naval officer named Arthur.

A Roadside Watering Trough, 

If you can lead a water pipe to the 
highway in front of your farm, don’t 
fail to put in a handsome watering 
trough for the use of the public. It 
dignifies a place and is an act of hu¬ 



manity, and in most localities it 
causes some three dollars a year to 
be deducted from one’s taxes. 

The trough shown in the cut is 
neat and substantial and will add to 
the looks of a place. Put in a good 
foundation of rock and top the brick* 
with cement, or a wooden frame with 
spikes from this imbedded in the ce¬ 
ment of the brickwork. 


Simple Way to Maintain Good Roads. 

A typical good road should have a 
track twenty-five feet wide in the cen¬ 
ter that is hard and solid at all sea¬ 
sons of the year. On each side of this 
there should be a soil track on which 
bo travel wilien it is dry and good; 
which would be perhaps four-fifths of 
the year. Outside of this there should 
be ample passage for the water to 
run off, and :if need be a sidewalk on 
the margin. 

A road is better not to be too high 
in the center, as it throws too muoh 
weight on the lower wheels when you 
drive on the sides of the road. Gravel 
when worked down and mixed with 
and packed hard in the soil is an in¬ 
destructible thing. 

A team will haul twenty-five cans 
of milk on a good graveled road with 
more ease than it can haul the empty 
wagon in the mud in the spring of 
the year. Our rural mail carriers can 
make their routes in one-half of the 
time, and wiith one-tenth of the hard 
work for the horses that they could 
without our graveled roads when the 
frost first comes out In the spring.

A Careless Public. 

The public is growing increasingly 
careless. That seems the chief moral 
of the interesting report issued by the 
Postmas'ter-General of which we give 
a full summary to-day. Twenty-five 
millions of letters could not be de¬ 
livered during last year in Great Bri¬ 
tain because the addresses were in¬ 
sufficient or wholly wanting. Three 
hundred and twenty-four thousand 
four hundred and three of these let¬ 
ters contained property — including 
£18,000 in coin and banknotes, and 
£714,000 in bills, checks, money, pos¬ 
tal orders, and stamps. One thousand 
and one hundred and eighty-fonr 
pounds in coin and £24,000 in paper 
money were found loose in the post— 
an extraordinary present to the na¬ 
tion. Is the increase of a million 
“dead letters” simply an increase in 
proportion to population, or is it a 
sign of Increasing hurry on the part 
of all classes. The old days whe a 
check was always registered and ”’as 
committed to the post with a certain 
so’emn etiquette are long past and 
done with. We now think no more of 
posting a check or a postal order than 
of sending a postcard. But it is clear 
that we have carried this too far. It 
would probably be a wise piece of 
economy on the part 'oi the public to 
exercise a little more care—London j
